Not Getting Rich 


While affluence is a relative term depen­ 
ding on where you live, a new report from the 
United Nations shows that the gap between 
the rich nations and the poor nations of the 
world is widening Huge infusions of aid seem 
to have been ineffectual 
The massive document from the UN's 
department of economic and social affairs 
gives evidence that, measured by almost any 
standard, the poor of the world are not 
making rapid strides toward affluence. Some 
of the findings 
In Sweden, 989 out of every 1,000 babies 
born will live and life expectancy is 76 years. 
In Gabon only 771 births will be live and life 
expectance is one-third that. 25 years. 


PER CAIMTX 
output, both agricultural 
and industrial, in the decade ending 1970, rose 
by 4;i per cent in the so-called developed 
nations of the world Among the developing 
nations, the increase was only 27 per cent 
even though the base on which the percentage 
is computed is, naturally, much lower among 
these developing nations 
In Ireland, the per capita food intake was 
1.450 calories, in Indonesia, Bolivia and 
Somalia about one half that. 
Some figures showing disparities can be 
open to differing interpretations 
For in­ 
stance. the highest per - room density listed is 
in the Central African Republic, with an 
average of 3.4 persons per room, compared to 
Britain’s lowest of 6 of a person. Yet how

SIM ILARLY, many nations use far less 
energy 
liquid, solid and natural gas — than 
the w'orld average of 1.9 metric tons or than 
the United States’ leading figure of 11.1 tons. 
Yet those same nations under the average 
rely heavily on human power, instead of 
natural energy. 
Most unfortunate though is that it is almost 
impossible to spell out any solution to this 
great disparity. Certainly many persons over 
the centuries have tried to suggest political, 
economic and humanitarian ways to assure a 
better life for the world’s deprived.

Citizens. Mr. Hoover in his 
lifetime constantly reminded 
our people, 
in word and 
example, that each one of the 
seven are indispensable to 
the maintenance of freedom 
and the survival of our 
principles and institutions. 
All Seven demands of the 
Catechism 
are 
urgent 
requirements today. 
Un­ 
doubtedly 
the 
one 
that 
brought down the greatest 
wrath upon the powerful 
shoulders of the stocky FBI

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Russian and Chinese of­ 
ficials. 


EVEN IN DRASTIC 
in­ 
ternal shifts, Peking seldom 
comes out directly on what is 
happening. Liu Shao-chi was 
purged as president and Lin 
Piao as Mao’s first deputy 
and heir. But there has never 
been 
an 
official 
an­ 
nouncement seen in the West 
removing them from these 
posts. 


The constitution, 
it 
is 
thought 
here, 
may 
still 
provide for Lin to take over 
when Mao dies, although he 
most certainly w ill not. Years 
ago. 
Mao

comeback restored him to 
power. But the West learned 
of this long afterward and 
indirectly.

More importantly, as these 
analysts read it. Chou En-lai 
has of late, in talking adroitly 
and subtly, seemingly given 
himself precedence over 
Mao. 
It may seem a little thing to 
Americans - Chou putting 
himself ahead of Mao in 
speeches-- but in Communist 
lands no man would dare 
unless he had the power. 


THE TECHNTQl E 
Chou 
uses (which foils no ranking 
Chinese) is roth study. In the 
C o m m u n i s t 
C h in ese 
tradition. Chou does not 
mention his own name. He 
uses the seemingly innocuous 
but obvious cover title “ Party- 
Center” to denote himself. 


“ Party (’enter” technically 
refers 
to 
the 
Standing 
Committee of the Central 
Political 
Bureau of 
the 
Communist Party of China. 
This committee officially has 
five members. But two have 
been purged and one has 
disappeared This leaves only 
Mao and Chou. 


When Mao and the Party- 
Center 
are 
mentioned 
together as separate entities, 
therefore, it is quite clear to 
Communists and analysts 


that “ Party Center” actually 
means Chou. 


UNTIL MARCH this year, 
it was always “ Chairman 
Mao and the Party Center” or 
“ the Party Center headed by 
Chairman Mao,” giving Mao 
precedence. 
But 
beginning 
with 
a 
speech on March 29 this year 
by Chou — the order was 
changed. “ Party Center” 
was put ahead of Mao. 
This did 
happen 
once 
before in China. In 1966 at 12 
noon on Aug. 11. People’s 
Daily came out with a report 
on a public appearance of 
Mao: “ Crowds of young 
people, singing and dancing, 
expressed their best love for 
the 
Party 
Center 
and 
Chairman Mao,” giving the 
“ Party Center” precedence. 
Fifteen minutes after this 
paper reached newsstands, it 
was withdrawn. 
The next day, the same 
story was again reported in 
Peoples Daily, word for word 
except a phrase changed to 
“ Chairman Mao and the 
Party Center.” 
No such retraction has been 
made 
of 
Chou’s 
recent 
speeches. 
Such are the slender signs 
of

WAPAKONETA, Ohio 
(AP) 


Rock that Neil A. Armstrong 


brought back from man’s first 
trip to the moon will pass 
through his hands again Thurs­ 
day-third anniversary of his 
historic “ giant step for man­ 
kind.” 


The Apollo 11 commander, a 


native of Wapakoneta, will join 
Tricia Nixon Cox here Thurs­ 
day to help open the Armstrong 
Air and Space Museum to the 
public. Mrs. Cox, representing 
her father, President Richard 
M. Nixon, and the National 
Aeronautics and Space Agency, 
is to hand Armstrong the rock 
before it is put on display. 
The museum is dedicated to 


Ohioans who helped in the con­ 
quest of air and space. 
Construction 
workers 
are 


pushing to have 90 per cent of 
the expected exhibits in place 
for the public opening. 


Moon-rock is a favorite topic 
of Armstrong’s father Steve, a 
retired assistant director of the 
Ohio Department of Mental Hy­ 
giene and Correction. 
“ They’ve 
found 
that 
the 
moonrock dust can make earth 
plants grow at three times the 
normal rate,” explained the el­ 
der Armstrong, who grows al­ 
falfa, soybeans, corn and wheat 
on a 60-acre farm near his 
home. “ Once they’ve analyzed 
that dust, think what they could 
do with it.” 


The Armstrongs and Neil, the 
oldest of their three children, 
are sorting out various me­ 
mentoes, relics, and gifts to de­ 
cide what to give to the $1 mil­ 
lion museum. 
The 6,000-square foot concret“ 
building, 
housed 
beneath 
a 
huge earthen mound, lolls on a 
rolling green 
incline like 
a 
sprawling grasshopper and is 
topped by a central sphere 60- 
feet in diameter. 
Commissioned

James A. Rhodes, it 
was financed half-and-half by 
the state and public subscrip­ 
tion.

Your wife’s disability is tra­ 
gic, but it would be infinitely 
more tragic if you allowed it to 
embitter you. Try to think of 
her misfortune as your oppor­ 
tunity for personal fulfillment. 
How many people feel truly 
needed? Well, you are. 
If you are frustrated and rest-' 
less, I suggest you keep it to: 
yourself. Remember your wife 
is missing some things, too. I 
also suggest that you steer clear 


of 
“companionable” relation­ 
ships with other women. Sucn 
relationships are difficult to con­ 
trol. 
The first step in your adjust­ 
ment is to forget the alterna­ 
tives. Take your wife with you 
wherever you can, even in a 
wheelchair. 
Keep her hopes 
alive. Encourage her to exer­ 
cise and do whatever she can 
to feel useful. I work with my 


wife every evening in therapy 
sessions. She has given me some 
real lessons in courage. 
We all admire maturity, self­ 
lessness and compassion but no 
one is born with these qualities. 
Circumstances have given you 
a rare opportunity to acquire 
them. As Ann Landers says. 
“ It’s not what happens to us, 
but how we take it that counts.
